Goerge Ade has written the 
in­ 
troduction, and in it he says: 
“This little book is just what it 
says on this cover—an invitation to 
you and your folks from Jim and 
some more of the home folks.

residents of 
(Indiana in the hope that they may 
he induced to come home for the 
big centennial^ celebration 
of this 
good year 
1916. 
Indiana 
is 100 
years old and the birthday party is 
going to be worth while.’’ 
There is more to the introduction, 
written in such alluring vStyle that 
any Hoosier will want to board the 
first train home, if he happens to 


be in some other state.

force

consist of an army of regulars total­ 
ing in all its branches 206,000 men 
hi time of peace and 448,000 nation­ 
al guardsmen, 800 for each senator 
and representative. 
There will also he a specific power 
.reserved to the government in time 
of war to take over any m anufactur­ 
ing plant 
in the 
country 
to make 
mtmWions, and a board of two civil­ 
ian s and three officers appointed by 
the president to investigate the pro­ 
position of the government making 
all its war 
supplies. 
This 
board 
must report by January 1, 1917. 
The regular army peace strength 
of 206,000 can be extended to 254,- 
000 in time of war. 
Twenty million dollars is appro­

plant* for the extraction of nitrates 
from the air as a basis for muni­ 
tions making.

There were 64 divisions in the gi­ 
gantic parade. 
The march started 
at 9:30 from city hall and the last 
division will not pass the reviewing 
stand until after teu o’clock tonight. 
The great army of preparedness 
which moved through the streets of 
Manhattan was numerically superior 
to the standing army of the United 
States. There were 151,000 men and 
women in line. A million more view­ 
ed the great spectacle.

First American Flag Ever Raised in 


Indiana Was at Vincennes— 


— History Recalled. 


Historic* old Vincenne> is to play 
an important part in the motion pic­ 
ture film, depicting 
Indiana’s history 
from the advent of LaSalle to the 
present time, which i> being made 
by the Interstate Historical Pictures 
Corporation. 
A number 
of scenes 
will be devoted to the George Rogers 
Clarke ex pedition, showing the hard- 
liips through which the valiant sol- 
diers were forced to go before their 
purpose was accomplished. 
It was 
in Vincennes 
the Amer­ 
ican Hag was first raised in Indiana 
and it was in Vincennes that the flag 
was raised in Indiana for all 
time. 
With the British in po ssessio n qf 
Vincennes after it had passed out o f 
the hands of the French, Father Ui- 
bault and Captain Helm, 
bo th mem­ 
bers of Clarke’s 
ex peditio n, 
raised 
the American flag for the first time 
in Indiana 
and 
administered 
the 


oath of* allegiance to the residents. 
General Hamilton, British command­ 
er, who had earned the title of the 
“ Hair Buy er” beeause of bis treat­ 
ment of 
the 
settlers, 
retook 
the 
town when Helm surrendered it, a f­ 
ter being promised a surrender with 
all the honors of war. 
At the time Helm gave possession 
of the fort, he had but 
one 
other 
man with him to guard 
the 
fort. 
Seeing that if lie used strategy , lie 
would save both their lives, he plac­ 
ed a cannon in thé gate and asked 
for a parley . 
This was granted and 
he then told Hamilton he would give 
his “garrison’’ orders to surrender 
if they were given all the honors of 
war. 
When this req uest was grant­ 
ed, lleim and the private marched to 
Hamilton and presented their anus. 
Such 
incidents 
as 
this, 
while 
seemingly unimportant, are 
actual 
history , and add value to the his­ 
torical accuracy of the State film.

Army Gains Fame Near L ille - 


Called “Human Falcon” 


DETAILS OF ATTACK IN LETTER 


Only Strikes Once at Enemy and if 


This Fails he Returns to Camp 


— a National Hero

a war 
developed the “human falcon.” 
Aerial fighters 
and 
aeranautieal 
ex perts 
throughout 
Europe 
today 
are 
discussing 
Germany ’s 
super- 
hawk, Lieutenant Immelmann. 
Advices just received in England 
from the vicinity of Lille, France, 
and from Germany tell for the 
first 
time the faleonish methods of 
the 
champion 
Teutonic 
Fokker 
Fly er 
whose total bag to date is officially 
amunmced as fifteen 
allied 
aero­ 
planes. 
Immelmann’s 
secret of 
offensive 
air lighting is ex tremely simple. He 
sights his q uarry — an Allied aero­ 
plane bent on reconnaissance 
duty 
or aerial 
photography , 
somewhere 
over the German 
lines 
near Lille. 
The Falcon leaves the ground and 
wings to a great height, he sets his 
planes and makes one long, terrific, 
downward swoop. 
The 
plan 
is to 
j)ass diagonally behind his opponent 
at the rate of perhaps 200 miles an 
hour. 
His machine gun is primed 
and ready . 
When he enters a pre­ 
scribed area the bullets begin to fiv. 
Just like the falcon, that member 
of the hawk family which tries once 
and strikes its mark or misses, Im- 
melmann either bags his “'bird” 
at

“A safe

against the typhoid or house-fly has 
been found in powdered hellebore b> 
scientists of the Department of Ag­ 
riculture. Flies lay their eggs chiefly 
in stable manure. 
Powdered helle­ 
bore mixed with water and sprinkled 
over the manure, will 
destroy 
the 
larvae which are hatched from the 
egg.».. Since 
powdered 
helebore 
is 
readily obtainable, this puts in the 
bands of everyone a remedy for one 
of the pe^ts that has been 
found 
dangerous as well as 
troublesome. 
Powdered hellebore however, will not 
kill adult flies, which must be sw at­ 
ted or trapped. 
“It has long been known that flies 
breed in manure but previous meth­ 
ods of destroying 
the larvae there 
by the use of strong chemicals have 
been open to the objection that tu< 
treatment under 
some 
conditions 
lssened the fertilizing value of the 
manure or actually injured vegeta­ 
tion. 
This is not true of powdered 
hellebore. 
Government experiments 
have shown that the hellebore is en­ 
tirely decomposed in the course ot 
the fermentation of the manure ami 
that even in excessive quantities ii 
does no harm except to the larvae it 
is intended 
to 
destroy. Thicken.'-' 
picking in manure treated 
with 
it 
suffer no ill effects. 
“One-half pound of powdered hel­ 
lebore mixed with 10 gallons of wa­ 
ter is sufficient to kill the larvae in 
8 bushels, or 10 cubic feet, of ma-

The mixture should lie sprink­ 
led carefully over the pile, especial 
attention being paid to

In most places hellebore is 
obtainable in 100-pound lots at a 
cost of

or kills the flies, and systematically 
treats the manure and other breed­ 
ing places with powdered hellebore.

college but at the outbreak of the 
Civil war he enlisted with the Ninth 
Indiana volunteers. 
By acts of bravery Lawton rose 
in promotion to the rank of colonel

law 
school after the close of the war he 
w a s appointed lieutenant in the reg­ 
ular army, 
lie won great distinc­ 
tion as an Indian fighter and finally 
captured the notorious chief Geroni- 
mo.

war. 
General Lawton commanded the di­ 
vision that stormed El Cany at S an­ 
tiago.

dering over the harbor,

the Charlestown Navy Yord.

Destroy the, Fly. 


When the modern mother sings 


"Baby-bye, here's a fly" to her in- 
fant, she changes, the second line of 
the old nursery song to read 
us swat him, you and I." The com- 
mon house-fly is no longer an object 
of tolerant interest, but has becme 
an object of. hatred and distrust.-He 
is known to be the principal factor in 
the distribution of the germs of ty- 
phoid. 


Especially is he regarded as the 


enemy of the baby, as there'is rea- 
son'to believe that he carries about 
the germs of summer diarrhea and 
leaves them behind bun, with other 
filth, when he lights on the nipple of 
tfie feeding bottle, or crawls over 
the saucer of cereal, or falls in the 
milk. Thus he ite a real danger, not 
only to the baby but to the whole 
familly, and every effort should be 
made to do away with mm. 


•Flies may be kept ' out of 
the 


house to a considerable extent by 
using screens at the doors and win- 
dows, and those that get inside may 
be trapped, poisoned, 
or 
swatted. 


But better than any of these meth- 
ods is to destroy the flies in the lar- 
val stage, and thus prevent them 
from hatching The following infor- 
mation is furnished by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture: 
\ 


"A safe 
and' effective 
weapon 


against the typhoid or house-fly has 
been found in powdered .hellebore by 
scientists of the Department of Ag- 
riculture. Flies lay their eggs chiefly 
in stable manure. Powdered helle- 
bore mixed with water and sprinkled 
over the manure, will destroy the 
larvae which are hatched from the 
eggs. Since powdered helebore is 
readily obtainable, this puts in the 
hands of eyeryone_a remedy for one 
of the pests that has been 
found 


dangerous as well as 
troublesome. 


Powdered hellebore however, will not 
kill adult flies, whieu must be swat- 
ted or trapped. 


"It-has long been known that flies 


breed in manure .but previous meth- 
ods of destroying, the larvae there 
by the use of strong chemicals have 
been open to the objection that the 
treatment under 
some 
condition^ 


Issened the fertilizing value of the 
manure or actually injured vegeta- 
tion. This is not true of powdered 
hellebore. Government experiments, 
have shown that the hellebore is en- 
tirely decomposed in the course oi 
the fermentation of the manure ami 
that even in excessive quantities it 
does no .harm except to the larvae it 
is'intended to 
destroy. Chickens 


picking in manure treated 
with it 


suffer no ill effects. 


"One-half pound of powdered hel- 


lebore mixed with 10 gallons of wa- 
ter is -sufficient to kill, the larvae in 
8 bushels, or 1C cubic feet, of ma- 
nure The mixture should be sprink- 
led carefully over, the pile, especial 
attention being paid to the outer 
edges. In most places hellebore is 
obtainable in 100-pound lots at a 
cost of 11 cents a 
pound. This 


makes the cost of tihe treatment a 
little less than seven-tenths- of a 
cent per bushel of manure. A liber- 
al estimate of the output .of manure 
is two bushels a day per horse. The 
money involved is, therefore, trifling 
in comparison with "the benefits to 
the individual and the community 
from the -practical elimination of the 
disease-spreading fly. " 


•"Scientists wttip have been "work- 


ling for years to eliminiatevthe fly are 


convinced that the use of one or the 
' other'of-these siiAple measures is a 


wherever manure and re- 


fuse exist. " The best results are 
obtainaBle in a conununitjf 
«rybhe -cleans" up :his premises, traps 
:pr kills the flies, and 'systematically 
.treats ihe manure 'and other breed- 
ing places with powdered/ hellebore.

1 Horace P. BirJdle (1811-1900.) 


The largest majority ever given a 


candidate for a supreme justiceship 
was given in 1874 to Horace P. Bid- 
die.. One of Indiana's most distin- 
guished jurists. Biddle was born in 
Fairfield county, Ohio. He came to 
Indiana 
locating 
in Logansport 


where he wcs established 'an exten- 
sive practice. 


In 1840' Biddle was elected Judge 


of the eighth district. 
He was a 


member of the constitutional con- 
vention of 1850 and was prominent 
in the framing'of the present state 
constitution. 
He was re-elected to 


the circuit bench twice and declined 
a fourth term.1 


• After sixty years of active legal 
and judicial service he retired to 
private life and devoted his later 
year to literary work. He publsih- 
ed a volume of poems, a book on mu- 
sical scales, and three 
other vol- 


umes. He died at his island home on 
the Wabash, May 13, 1900. 


Henry W. Lawton (1843-1899) 
Henry W. Lawton, one of the most 


gallant and daring of American gen- 
erals, was born near Toledo, Ohio, 
March 17, 1843. 
His parents moved 


to Port Wayne in 1855 and young 
Lawton enrolled in 
the Methodist 


college but at the outbreak of the 
Civil; war he enlisted with the Ninth 
Indiana volunteers.

By acts of bravery- Irawton rose 


in promotion to thevrank of colonel. 
Whjle attending the Harvard law 
school after the close of the war- he 
was appointed lieutenant in the reg- 
ular army. 
He won great distinc- 


tion as an Indian fighter and finally 
captured the notorious chief Geroni- 
mo.

Spanish-Amcricai^ j .way,- 


General Lawton commanded the di- 
vision that stormed El Cany at San- 
tiago. He was later dispatched by 
President McKinley to the Phillip- 
pines to quell a frightP&l rebellion 
raging there. In this he was win- 
ning great success when he was in- 
stantly killed on December 19, 1899, 
while charging the enemy 
at 
San
